EVACUATIONS /AMERICAN  CITIZEN  ISSUES 


11_1 . (SBU)  Seventeen  American  evacuees  and  family  members 
departed  Port-au-Prince  since  February  7 at  2000  EST;  a total 
of  15,723  have  been  evacuated  to  date.  A total  of  23,000 
potential  evacuees  have  been  accounted  for.  There  are  40 
American  evacuees  at  the  airport.  (TFl/Embassy  Port-au-Prince 
e-mail ) 

11_2 . (SBU)  As  of  1200  EST  February  8,  there  are  77  confirmed 
American  citizen  fatalities.  The  number  of  other  reported 
American  citizen  deaths  has  been  revised  down  to  28.

HUMANITARIAN  UPDATE 


11_3 . (SBU)  Embassy  Port-au-Prince  reports  15  of  16  food 
distribution  sites  opened  February  8.  Each  site  plans  to 
increase  its  beneficiary  numbers  to  make  up  for  the  suspension 
of  distribution  at  two  sites  located  on  church  property  on 
February  7.  The  number  of  people  arriving  at  the  distribution 
sites  without  coupons  is  decreasing.
